2. It is requested that Project AEMABMER be amended to permit CIA

on 27 Februeiry 1957* Although he immigrated for personal rather th an 
ox>eratlonal reasons, it is planned to take advantage of his presence in 
tbiS United iitates to assist in the AEAMBER Project, in the developmental 
stage of which he played a key role. 






3 . Within a resLSonable time after his airrival in the United States 

C J will serve as a consultant in the last phases of the AEAMBER 

Project for a period of about two weeks, but not to exceed three months. ^ 

During this period of time he will be required to travel one or more times 
to the AEAMBER training area from his home, about 7 OO miles away. Because 
of the operational schedxile of AEAMBER, £7 j was asked to travel to 

the United States several months before regular immigrant transportation 
would have been available. In order to minimize the inconvenience and 
expense thus incurred, he will be reimbursed for travel expenses of him- 
self and of his family euid for the shipment of personal and household 
effects, in accordance with standard government travel regulations. J 

Travel expenses and per diem will be allowed when he is on authorized duty i 

in the United States. Upon conq)letlQn of his services in connection with ;

SUBJECT : Project AEimiR'lER (Renewal) 



1, The attached project originating in SR Division is presented 
for approval of renewsQ. for the period 1 August 1956 through 31 July 
1957. The pvtrpose of the project is to procure intelligence concerning 
Lithuania and the USSR with the primary effort directed toward the 
development of REDSKDi leads such as mail channels, contacts with 
selected emigres and legal travelers, and the additional effort of 
spotting and development of REDSOX agents. The base of operations 

is the Western Hemisphere and Europe, The project is in consonance 
with the Clandestine Services General Plan — USSR Operational Program. 

2, Authority is requested to obligate $23,200 'from the DD/^-SR 

Division budget: $21,316 'for the current fiscal year and $1,3843 for 

fiscal year 1958 subject to the availability of funds, 

3, The attached memorandum prepared in SR Division summarizes 
the in 5 >ortant factors involved, 

4, Cl Staff approves the project renewal with the stipulation 
that Cl/OPS be briefed regarding the eight mail channels into Lithuania, 

5, I recommend renewal of Project AEMAKNER subject to the stipu- 
lation in paragraph four above.
